Business Manager now unemployed

Mr* Frank Reynolds has been 
dismissed as Business M wager 
for the Students* General Assoc- 
iation* 

The motion to dismiss Reynolds, 

passed at a closed meeting of the 
SGA Council held on Wednesday, 
February 9, read: "Moved (Van 
Leeuwen, Lachapelle) that the Ex- 
ecutive decision that the Business 
Manager's contract be terminated 
immediately and that any appeal 
be made In writing and forwarded 
to the Executive within ten (10) 
days be endorsed." The motion 
was passed with nine affirmative 
votes and one negative vote- There 
was no abstentions, and the chair- 
man, Roman Wolosxctuk did not 

vote* 

Reynolds was hired last fall alter 
being recommended to Council by 
a selection committee of Council* 
He was formerly business manager 
tor the Brock Students' Union. Rey- 
nold s, was reropcslbie tor K tbe es- 
nKUsfciriStTme' "ptrtTSM La Bou- 
tede, as well as the establishment 
of a Central Advertising Bureau. 
Reynolds contract states that: 
"Employment may be terminated 
with fust canse by either party 
upon one 0) months notice*" 

The decision to dismiss Rey- 
nolds was taken at an SSA Ex- 
ecutive meeting. It was endorsed 
at a closed meeting of Council, 
despite protests over the closing 
of the meeting. However the vote 
to close the meeting . However 
the vote to close the meeting (to 
the student body, student press, 
and public) received the two-thirds 
vote of council necessary; seven 
affirmative votes, two negative 
votes, and one abstention. 

During the closed meeting the 
executive recommended Reynolds' 
dismissal and outlined their reasons 
for recommending it* 

The fact that Reynolds was not 
Informed of the meeting and was 
not present to explain his views 
drew protest. The executive, how- 
ever, stated that Reynolds was an 
employee of the Association and that 
there was no reason he shot-Id be 
at the meeting. The executive also 
stated that the decision to dismiss 
Reynolds was not being taken at 
this meeting, but that rather the 
Executive's decision to dismiss 
Reynolds was being endorsed. They 
also stated that Reynolds' job had 
been on the line for the last two 
months, and that he had known this 
and had ample opportunity to justify 
his actions and defend himself 
before the executive. 

The meeting was Informed that 
the reasons for dismissal were due 
to problems with the business man- 
ager over the last two months. 
The latest and most criUcalproblem 
being Reynolds' attitude towards 
the local liquor inspector, which 
apparently brought the Association 
close to having the pub closed 
down* 

The Executive explained thatSGA 
President, David Van Leeuwen, bad 
been called Tuesday, Febmary 8, 
by Laarentian's security chief, Mr, 



N. Raiche. Ralche informed Van 
Leeuwen that he had been 
approached by the local liquor in- 
spector accompanied by an In- 
spector from Toronto* The inspec- 
tors were apparently upset by a 
letter sent to Mr. Yaremko, the 
minister responsible for the Llqour 
Licence Board of Ontario, from 
Eli Martel, MPP for Sudbury East. 

The Executive further explained 
that Van Leeuwen then contacted 
Reynolds who explained that he 
had spoken to Martel who then 
wrote the letter to the minister 
accusing the local liquor Inspector 
of harassing Laurentian's pub. 

The Executive then pointed out 
that the LLBO has never rejected 
any of the Association's requests 
for licences and had only visited 
the pub three times, once before it 
opened to help in setting it up. 
They explained that the Board was 
stretching the law in allowing the 
pub to operate semi -permanently 
on special occasslon permits, and 
that the inspector stayed away from 
the pot> during Carnival Week, when 
it could -have been expected, that 
the liquor laws would not be followed ' 
fully. It was also pointed out that 
pub manager, Ivan Rowley, did not 
feel that the pub was being harassed. 

The Executive then informed 
Council of a meeting held on the 
morning of Wednesday, February 
9, with Van Leeuwen, Raiche, 
Rowley, the local liquor inspector, 
and the inspector from Toronto. 
At this meeting, apparently, an 
agreement was reached whereby 
the pub would agree to operate 
under the LLBO regulations. At 
this point Reynolds Joined the 
meeting and apparently stated that 
he was dissatisfied with the local 
inspectors 1 actions. Apparently an 
argument ensued between Reynolds 
and the inspectors over the liquor 
board's regulations as they were 
being applied to the pub. 

At this point of the closed meeting 
the Executive stated that it seems 
that Reynolds and the executive and 
the SGA are somewhat incompatible. 

The Executive then pointed out 
that this was not the only problem 
that they have had with Reynolds. 
They pointed out that shortly after 
Christmas Reynolds had authorized 
the purchase of certain otjitpment 
without authorisation from the ex- 
ecutive. The large turnover of man- 
agerial staff at La Boutede and the 
possibility of resignations among 
the pub staff was attrifcited partly 
to Reynolds. As welt It was stated 
that local suppliers and distributers 
were dissatisfied with Reynolds and 
his poor public relations. 

The Executive then explained that 
they are awaiting a report from the 
liquor inspector; that the pub could 
be closed at any time; that there 
is a necessity of maintaining a 
workable relationship with the local 
liquor inspector; and'that any com- 
plaint could close the pub within 

four hours* 

The Executive then stated that 
the action of Reynolds was at the 
expense of students and that they 
didn't feel they could keep anyone 
who is incompatible with the Job 
and what it entails.

Executive had voted unanimously 

to dismiss Reynolds, 

The executive went on to explain 
that originally Reynolds was to 
talk with Mtrtel alocg with pub 
manager Ivan Rowley, but that only 
Reynolds saw Martel. As well the 
Executive stated that Rowley con- 
tradicts many of Reynolds* charges, 
notably those of harassment. The 
executive further said that there 
were other incidents which were 
not brought before council, but were 
dealt with at an executive level. 
They stated that they wished to 
keep the past In the past, and Coun- 
cil did not ask for any more de- 
tails* 

Apparently, according to the Ex- 
ecutive, Reynolds had asked for a 
vote of confidence from the Ex- 
ecutive, prior to this incident, and 
did not receive it. The Executive 
emphasised that Reynolds had 
Jeopardlted the Association's op- 
erations. 

The Executive stated that they 
had given Reynolds as much op- 
portunity as possible, and that a 
lot of people have said that they 
should have fired htm * loos time 
ago. 

The Executive further stated that 
the local inspector was being 
pressured by the local Hotel op- 
erators, who recently sent a da}- 
egatioo to Toronto to lodge a com- 
plaint regarding illegal advertising 
for the pub within the local com- 
munity (authorised by Reynolds). 
The Executive then stated that the 
inspector is simply doing his Job. 

In conclusion the Executive stated 
to Council that "if you doo't support 
us on this you are taking a great 
risk that we will be shut down." 

The final vote was nine affirma- 
tive votes to one negative vote, in 
support of the executive's decision 
to dismiss Reynolds. 

Lambda interviewed Reynolds on 
Thursday, February 10, at which 
time Reynolds stated that he hadn't 
been informed of the reasons for 
his dismissal. He said that he could 
Justify all his actions* 

Reynolds also questioned Uncon- 
stitutionality of the meeting; txit 
there appears to be little basis for 
this charge. He claims that though 
there was quorum for the meeting 
(eleven members), only ten voted, 
as the chairman did not vote, and 
that therefore the meeting was un- 
constitutional. 

Reynolds claimed that the action 
taken was in direct violation of 
his contract, as he was not informed 
in writing of the reasons for his 
dismissal, nor was he given thirty 
days notice. He also stated that he 
was not tnformed of the meeting 
or asked to be present at the 

meeting. 

Reynolds said that he did not 
plan to resign at that point but 
would use all processes of appeal 
available, including legal action. 

Reynolds also said that "at no 
time did i ever charge the LLBO 
with harassment". He stld that 
the problems stemmed from the 
inspector requiring that the pub 
check student cards and only allow 
one guest per student* 

Reynolds said that he and pub 



problem was partly a political one 
and that they should consult a pol- 
itician. He said that they decided 
to talk with Martel and ask him 
to make discreet inquiries 
concerning the situation. Reynolds 
said he talked to Martel alone 
because Rowley did not go to the 
meeting which was arranged. He 
said that Martel wrote the letter 
to Yaremko on his own initiative. 
However he did say that he told 
Martel "I think personally we're 
being harassed." He explained that 
the harrassment came from the 
local Hotel Association, who are 
losing business to the pub. As well 
he stated that the local liquor in- 
spector put forth rules which he 
had never encountered before. 

As well Reynolds stated that 
Rowley agreed with his charges 
of harassment. However Rowley 
told Lambda that he would not des- 
cribe the Inspector's actions* as 
harassment but of simply some* 
one doing his Job. 

Reynolds also said that his re* 
latlons with the SGA were excellent 
np until three weeks ago, and said 
that he had received a raise and 
a bonus since he was hired. Reynolds 
said the change in relations was 
due to his insistence on guidelines 
for the SGA operations. He claimed 
thai Van Leeuwen has repeatedly 
said that terms of reference rcr 

the operations are not necessary* 
He stated that he had still not 
received a Job description. 

However, Lambda was told that 
Reynolds did not complain of these 
things till recently, when he felt 
that his job was on the line* 

Reynolds charged that one-third 
of the pub staff has never appeared 
before the student selection com- 
mittee. 

Reynolds also explained that after 
asking for a vote'of confidence 
from the Executive he received a 
reply stating that the Executive 
had "serious doubt" with the 
present business manager. He 
stated that he was to meet with 
the Executive that week to discuss 
the matter, but Instead he was 
dismissed. He also said that three 
management staff have left in anger 
over his dismissal. However, this 
has not been substantiated; but ap- 
parently one of the people was 

fired. 

Regarding the Wednesday 
morning meeting with the liquor 
Inspectors, Reynolds explained that 
he had been called into the meeting 
after it had started. He said that 
he was asked directly about the 
Martel letter and replied that he 
had some doubts as to how the 
liquor regulations were applied to 

the pub, 

Reynolds said that he did not 
disagree with LLBO regulations 
and that the Association had done 
its best to follow them. 

Reynolds reiterated that he felt 
he could Justify his actions, and 
said that he liked the Job. He said 
that he was fighting the decision 
because of the principle involved. 
He said that he did not feel that 
1 the SGA operations could continue 
to operate if the staff is treated 
summarily, as he claimed he was.

Reynolds stated that he had a 
reputation to protect. He said that 
he would use all appeals possible, 
and would be consulting a lawyer. 

After being interviewed by 
Lambda Reynolds was informed that 
he was to vacate the 9CA offices by 
five o'clock (pm.) and remove any 

personal effects. 
That same day a statement was 

received from the law firm of Shea, 
Mossop, Stoner and Weaver. It 
stated: "We have reviewed the em- 
ployment contract between the 
Association and Mr. Reynolds, and 
particularly the termination clause 
therein contained. It is apparent 
that the letter of February 10th, 
1972 does not constitute notice pur- 
suant to the terms of the contract 
and we have, therefore, advised 
Mr. Reynolds that the letter of 
February 10th, 1972 does not con- 
stitute effective notice, of term- 
ination* Under the terms of the 
contract, therefore, Mr. Reynolds 
la under a legal obligation to con- 
tinue his duties with the Assoc- 
iation." 

February 10, a meeting was held 
between Reynolds and the Exec- 
utive. 

Following the meeting Van 
Leeuwen stated that Reynolds would 
be lnfonnedin writing ofthe reasons 
for his dismissal. As well he said 
thai Reynolds would receive his 
next months pay* Van Leeuwen also 
stated that the statement from Shea, 
Mossop r Stoner and Weiver was an 
"error made In haste". 

Following this, Reynolds stated 
that he had not been given sat- 
isfactory reasons for his dismissal. 
He said that he planned to seek 
a temporary injunction, followed by 
a permanent injunction, to declare 
the SGA's action in dismissing him 

void. 

Reynolds said that he planned 

to regain his Job to vindicate him- 
self and protect his reputation. 
He said that he would then resign 
as he felt that he could not con- 
tinue to work within the organ* 
i ration. 

The SGA Executive stated that 
Reynolds had no grounds for any 
legal action against the 9GALU. 

Unconfirmed reports indicate that 
Reynolds and the SGA have reached 
agreement on the termsof the term- 
ination of Reynolds' contract. 

Both Reynolds and the SGA have 
revested that no information he re- 
leased on the Incident. An official 
statement of agreement is expected 
within the next week or two.

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Former Sir George president drops race charges 



MONTREAL (CUPI-MDQS) - Half 

a year of racial controversy and 
stuent politicking at Str George 
Williams University ended soddeoly 
last week when Ken Bentley, ex- 
president of the disbanded student 
association, dropped charges of 
racism against the administration* 
The black student leader also 
announced that he would return to. 
his home In Guyana within two 

days. 

Berkley's decision was prompted 
by a clipping from a Montreal 
Star article on his last press con- 



ference, which he received in the 
mall, February 2. 

The clipping was marked with 
numerous racist threats* "You 
black bastard, you stink* Get the 
hell oat of this white country," 
read the blue-Ink scrawls. 

"I'm shattered," said Bentley. 
"I'm going through the systemand 
still being threatened." 

Since his election last March, 
Bentley has been In constant con- 
flict with the Sir George admin- 
istration and the students* legis- 



lative council* 

Attacks on Ms budget and other 
financial matters plagued his ex- 
ecutive during the summer months. 
In September, the council passed 

a vote of non-confidence In Wm» 
At the end of the month, Bentiey's 
failure to meet the academic stan- 
dards set for the president by the 
constitution forced him to resigtu 

Three days later, the board of 
governors abolished the council and 
the constitution, placing the 
students* association in trusteeship 



under which it stilt remains* 

Throughout the months of con- 
flict that followed, Bentley received 
racist threats and warnings. He 
was assaulted once. 

Two weeks ago, Bentley called 
a press conference b outline "some 
of the racist administrative ploys", 
used against himself and the student 
council, which he hoped to expose 
shortly In court. 

He claimed he had several doc- 
uments which would incriminate 
numerous people in an "excellent 



Osgoode Hall Faculty Council shuns student choice 



TORONTO (CUP) - The voice of 
the people has once again been 
drowned out by the smoothly- 
running Juggernaut of university 
decision-making. 

The faculty council at Osgoode 
law school voted overwhelmingly 
Wednesday, February 9 to accept 
the nomination of professor Harry 
Arthurs as the next Osgoode dean. 

In accepting the nomination, the 
council bypassed a student poll 



showing that Arthurs was the most 
unacceptable of three candidates " 
to first and third year students* 
The Council defeated a motion 
asking the Presidential Advisory 
Committee to reconsider Its choice 
and come up with a list of names 
for selection. 

The student poll - published In 
the law school's newspaper, Obiter 
Dicta - showed that Professor 
Dennis Hefferson was the choice 
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of 139 students, that prof John Gray 
was the choice of 89 and that only 
86 favored Arthur's selection. 

Paul Shapiro, a student member 
of the search committee said he 
knew what the results of the poll 
would be one week before the results 
wore published because he had done 
one of his own, but said that It was 
no use following the relatively "un- 
informed opinion oftheelectorate". 
He said he had voted for Arthur's 
before the committee decision was 
made unanimous. ' 

Student Ron Dash felt that when 
the committee's choice has thu 
largest number of unacceptable 
votes from students, "I start to 



wonder If the students' needs are 

being met." 
He felt that students, like faculty 

should have veto power over the 

selection of the dean. 

Professor John Hogarth, a 
member of the search committee 
said the genuine opposition to 
Arturs' setectlon "wasn't suf** 
nclent to indicate that this man was 
unacceptable to a large segment of 
students." 

There are twelve students on the 
56-member Faculty Council. 

Arthurs will succeed Gerald 
Le Dain, chairman of {he federal 
government's Royal Commission on 
the Non-Medical Use of Drugs. 
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plan to rid the students' assoc- 
iation of Bentley." One report pur- 
portedly reveals that the white ex- 
ecutive vice-president was to re- 
ceive "a splendid recommendation 
to get into law school" if he helped 
to dump Bentley. 

"Today," declared Bentley, "the 
principal views a black student 
as a potential threat to the welfare 
and good name of this university." 

"A black president Is not allowed 
the same privileges as a while 
president/' he continued, noting 
that after his -resignation he had 
not been allowed to pay tuition fees 
while a white president did It five 

years ago. 

Bentley also pointed out that his 
financial dif Acuities in bringing his 
case to court would be compounded 
by the university's attempt to put 
off the trial "for two more years". 

The whole court issue was 
dropped last week, however, as 
Bentley decided to return home. 

At that time he expressed his 
bewilderment at the continuance 
of the racist threats even after 
he had opted for "the due process 
of law". 

"I got screwed. I'm going through 
the system. What the hell are they 
scared of? I'm notmoWUtlngpeoplo 
and telling them 'burn, turn, burn'. 
Maybe that's what should have been 
done. That's the only thing they 
understand." 

What Str George will do with 
its student politics In the Mure 
is not yet clear, but the issue 
of racism is far from over. 

During the Bentley crisis, ugly 
reminders of the computer affair 
of 1969 resurfaced with the trial 
of black militant Martin Bracey 
and two former Sir George students. 

Throughout the trial the de- 
fendents, supporters of Le Parti 
Communlste du Quebec (Marxist- 
Leninist e), refused to recognize 
the validity of the "bourgeois 

courts". * - ' • 

"This is a racist and a fascist 
court. There Is no intention of 
seeking truth from facts," declared 
one of the defendents who charged 
that the courts were only 
supressing the students* attempts 
to fight racism at Sir George. 

Martin Bracey was sentenced to 

five years, plus two and a half 
years for contempt of court. 
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SGA sets dafes for elections, referendum 



The 8GA Council held an im- 
portant meeting on Wednesday the 
9th or February* In this meeting 
council was faced with a grave 
situatloa which envolved the SGA 
business manager. Prank Reynolds. 
Council suspended the order Of the 
meeting to discuss the matter and 
atso closed this section of the 
meeting to the students and the 
members of the press. 

It was during the closed segment 
of the meeting that the motion 
was made to ratify the SGA ex- 
ecutive decision to terminate the 
contract with the SGA and Frank 
Reynolds, The vote on this motion 
was unanimous with the exception 
of John Barnett, SGA councillor 
for UC* 

The meeting was then reopened 
and council began to view the new 
constitution constructed by the re- 
structuring committee. 

The motion to put the proposed 
constitution out In a general ref- 
erendum was unanimously endorsed 

by the members present* The date 
was set to be February 28 and 29. 
For this constitution to become 
effective It must meet with two 
thirds approval of at least 50% 
of the student body* 

The remainder of council then 
went over the constitution and its 
by laws with the result that questions 
were raised concerning the fact 
that the vice president under the 
new constitution must be able to 
speak, read and write both English 
and French. This resulted In John 
Bamett's suggestion that the 
"must !n the wording of Articles 
XI, Section (IV) bo changed to 
"should"* This suggestion was 



voted on ana won tne totes of 
four council members, while six 
other* favoured retaining the or- 
iginal wording* 

The executive was asked to 
present a tentative budget for the 
SGA banquet In order that It may 
be decided upon when council re- 
con viened* 

Also during the meeting council 
decided to forward a letter of con- 
gratulations to Dave Watklns and 
Git Souliere for their efforts In 
making the winter carnival the 
sucess that It was* 

Council then decided on the dates 
of the elections for the senate and 
the SGA council. Because of the 
general referendum of the consti- 
tution, the council had to set latter 
dates for the SGA elections as It 
is hoped that the elections would 
be run under the new constitution, 
if it Is accepted* 

The dates for the SGA etectfous 

will be the 15th and 16th of March, 

with the nominations being held 

during the week of March 1st to 

8th* 
The senate nominations will be 

held between March 17th and 24th 

with the elections to be held on 

the 29th and 30th of the month. 

The reason for the senate 

elections being held so shortly after 

those for SGA council were 

explained by the council president 

David Van Leeuwen. He told the 

council that according to senate 

by laws the elections for senate 

must be held on or before the first 

of April, 
The council lost quorum when the 

engllsh vice president, Roman 

Wolosxctuk left the meeting due to 

another commitment. 



University will defend 
some students 



Mr. Turner, Vico President (Ad- 
ministration), announced that the 
University will defend students in- 
volved In a legal case arising out 
of participation in the decision 
making processes of the University, 
chiefly In areas such as dismissal, 
tenure, special merit, etc., if 
certain conditions are met* 

The conditions are that the pur- 
pose of the proceedings falls within 
the general and proper scope of 
University management, that the 
committee, board or council Is 
properly constituted, (that is It 
Is named by the Board of Gover- 
nors, Senate or any other academic 
administration in the discharge of 
its or his management responsi- 
bilities), and that the student is 
asked to serve on this committee, 
board or council or is asked to 

appear before it, 
Mr. Turner stated that in the 

past a few cases have arisen where 
suits have been Instituted against 
members of the University Involved 



In the normal decision making pro- 
cesses* University officers, staff 
and students are asked to sit on 
committees and resolve questions 
such as appointment on return from 
leave, promotion, special merit, 
non-renewal of contract and dis- 
missal from tenure. As a result 
of aggrieved members of staff re- 
sorting to courts, students have 
become reluctant to servo on such 

committees* 
The memorandumdum of the 

announcement given to David Van 
Leeuwen, President of the SGA, 
was worded In such a way as to 
ensure that members of the Un- 
iversity would be given legal de- 
fence only if they are being sued 
for reasons directly evolved from 
sendees on behalf of the Univer- 
sity* 

In the case of a legal situation 
arising from participation on a 
committee, against a student, the 
University would thus provide a 
solicitor to give legal aid for his 
protection. 



Commerce surveying 



The School of Commerce lspres- 
eotly conducting a survey of its 
graduates to determine the 
feasibility of starting an alumni 
association* Approximately 65 
questionnaires were mailed prior 
to the Christmas holidays and res- 
ponse so Car has been favorable 
and encouraging. 

If the alumni association project 
Is successful It will provide a 
number of valuable and worthwhile 
services to graduates such as 
reading lists, book reviews and 
forseeably, programs designed to 
update the alumni's knowledge and 
skills in specific areas. The assoc- 
iation will also provide an oppor- 
tunity for graduates to know more 
about the School and the activities 
taking place and provide updated 



class lists should he or she want 
to renew old friendships and atpain- 
tances. 

The School, oo the other hand, 
will be In a better position to 
develop viable lines of commun- 
ication with its graduates. Even- 
tually a recruiting program could 
be established whereby the best 
applicants would be referred to the 
School* These lines of commun- 
ication would also provide better 
placement opportunities for recent 
graduates. In the long run, summer 
and Intern placement programs 
could be established along with 
research and course development 
projects for toculty* lnrjiiries about 
the School of Commerce alumni 
association should be addressed 
to: P.B*Lebel, School of Commerce, 
Laarentian University.

No confidence voted in administration 



RED DtZR, ALTA (CUP) - Stu- 
dents and faculty at Red Deer 
College have overwhelmingly voted 
non-confldence in the school's ad- 
ministration. 

In a referendum sponsored by 
the student association February 
4, nearly 90 per cent of the faculty 
and 75 per cent of the students 
voting expressed non-confldence In 
the community college's adminis- 
tration, headed by Dr* Me rvyn East- 
man. About 57 per cent of the stu- 
dents said they would not return 
to the college . next year if the 
present administration remains. 

The college has a full-time en- 
rolment of C00, with another 600 
part-time students. 

The administration precipitated 
the vote by firing several faculty 
members and refusing to flnalite 



a list of the courses to be offered 

next year. 
The student association has called 

for a full, Independent inquiry Into 
the policies and procedures of the 
Red Deer administration and has 
demanded the suspension of the 
president and vice-president until 
such an investigation Is completed. 
Dr* Henry Koleiar, chairman of 
the Alberta Colleges Commission, 
was in Red Deer February 8 holding 

talks with the student and faculty 
associations and with the admin- 
istration* He will return Friday 
for a Joint meeting with all parties 
involved in the dispute* 

The chairman of the Red Deer

He also said the association was 
preparing documentations of the 
Inadequacies of the administrative 
officials which would include des- 
criptions of their attempts to block 
the flow of expression of student 
and faculty discontent. 

Administration president East- 
man was quoted earlier in the week 
as saying "ifthere are any problems 
at Red Deer, 1 haven't been informed 

of them." 

In Friday's referendum about 75 
per cent of the student body voted* 
Seventy of the 72 eligible faculty 
members cast votes. 



New constitution causes 
considerable controversy 



Considerable controversy has 
arisen over the proposed new SGA 
constitution* 

The constitution, which was 

mailed out to all students* provides 

for decent rail tali on of the SGA 
as well as for council representation 

by academic division rather than 

colleges* 

The controversy began over a 
clause requiring the vice-president* 
as chairman of the council, to be 
bilingual. A number of students 
have claimed that this is discrimin- 
atory as it prevents a large per- 
centage of the student body from 
seeking the post. These students 
have- initiated a petition against 
the clause in the constitution. 

A counter-petition has been In- 
mated by another groupof students. 
They claim that the flrst group 
is attempting to split the campus 
over the issue. As well, they claim 
the clause Is not discriminatory 
but purely functional in nature and 
vital to the whole philosophy of the 
constitution. 

It has also been charged that the 
constitution Is being illegally pre- 
sented* It is charged that ltspresen- 
tatioo is In violation of the present 
constitution. This charge is 
countered by the statement that 
approval by the student body (by 
a two-thirds vote of at least fifty 
percent) would make the constitution 

legitimate. 

The controversy is expected to 
continue after the election and may

Ftfty per cent of the student 
body must vote in the constitu-

Dear Sir: 

By now the proposed constitution 
has passed through the hands of 
most students of this university. 
That does not mean that all students 
have read it What It means is 
that most students have torn open 
the staple, read the first page and 
started reading the next page. Some 
may have read the entire proposed 
constitution. A majority will have 
not. So, what I ask is that those 
students who have not yet read 
the proposed constitution to do so. 
It is very Important that you know 
what f am talking about in the 
rest of this letter. Better still, 
get a copy and keep It handy. 
That way you can check to make 
sure that I don't make any mis 
takes. Oh, if you can get a copy 
of the old constitution. It might 
help. I'm going to be making ref- 
erence to it a lot* 

This whole thing Is going to 
be a bit long so get a cup of 
coffee or light up a cigarette. I'd 
like to keep you with me all the 
way through. 

First ot all, I don't think the 
SGA Council has the right topresent 
the proposed constitution tor ref- 
erendum In the first place. In fact 
the whole constitution Is invalid. 
First some general facts.Article 
VI, Section 3 of the old constitution 
states that Robert's Rules of Order . 
(revised) are the standing rules 
of all meetings. 

"unless these rules are in 
conflict with the constitution 
or its by-laws, In which case 
the constitution and ltsby-laws 
shall take precedence." 
This is very Important to 
remember. The proposed con- 
stitution was set up and accepted 
by the SGA Council under the old 
constitution md thus all the pro- 
cedures must abide by the old 
constitution. 

Article vn, Section 3 In the old 
constitution provides for the 
amending of the constitution. By 
Robert's Rules, to amend means 
"any change whatever in the 
constitution, etc., whether It 
is a word*..or a new consti- 
tution Is substituted for the 
old." 
The same paragraph goes on to 
say that 

"any amendment to this con- 
stitution must be publically 
posted and notification ot any 
said amendment must be in- 
serted In the SGALU newspaper 
(should one exist) before Its 
first reading In council." 
Neither of these things wero done. 
I do not think that the two articles 
in Lambda of January 11 and Feb- 
ruary 1 constitute an official posting 
of the amendment to the consti- 
tution. But this can be argued to 
be a very minor point, hardly worth 
considering. Perhaps the SGA was 
pressed for time. Perhapsthe exact 
wording of the constitutional amend- 
ments were not available at the 
time the press statements were 
made. In any case, It was not done. 
To me, this is a violation of the 
old constitution. I'll call this 
VIOLATION #L 

By the way, I'm sorry for all 
the quotes thai I'm making. They 
seem to make this whole thing a 
bit too formal, but I have to support 



my facts with evidence and sfnee 
a copy of the old constitution is 
very hard to get, I'll have to quote 
a lot of it. Please stick with it. 
Still looking at the old consti- 
tution, I notedthe following amend- 
ment to Article IV, Section 2 which 
reads 

"A quorum In council shall 
be one half plus one of the 
entire aggregate members of 
the council and the executive. 
Executive quorum - 4 out of 
5." 
Now according to the minutes of 
the meeting of February 9, 1972 
(not yet printed), the old consti- 
tution was amended by the ten 
(10) ' members present at the 
meeting. The chairman was the 
eleventh member present. The re- 
quired quorum for council at the 
time was eleven 00 members. The 
chairman Is not considered part 
of quorum.- 1 refer to Robert's 
Rules. 

"...the chairman shall not take 
the chair until quorum Is 
present or there is no pros- 
pect of their being a quorum. 
The only business that can be 
transacted in the absence of 
quorum Is to take action to 
obtain a quorum, to fix the 
time to which to adjourn, and 
to adjourn, or to take a recess." 

And yet the council proceeded to 
vote on the new constitution even 
though by its own laws it had no 
legal right to do so. I'll call this 
VIOLATION #2, 

I continue. Article VH, Section 
3 also states that the 

"Constitution may be amended 

by an affirmative three-quarter 

(3/4) majority of the entire 

voting members of the council 

at three (3) consecutive 

meetings, two (2) of which must 

be at least a week apart/' 

Note that this does not refer to 

quorum. Three-quarters ot the 

entire voting members must vote 

In the affirmative to approve the 

amendment. Examination of the 

minutes of previous SGA meetings 

indicates that this was not adhered 

to. The constitution was ratified 

in one meeting, without due notice, 

instead of the required three 

meetings. I'll call this VIOLATION 

*3. 

I continue. Article m, Section 
3a tn the old constitution states 
"...all official SGALU notices 
and posters shall be released 
In English and French simul- 
taneously. It shall be the duty 
of the translation committee 

to ensure that such translations 

are made." 
The proposed constitution has ap- 
peared only in English so far with 
an ipologitiog note on the first 
page saying that a French version 
will be available as soon as possible. 

I can see two possibtUUes for the 
lack of a French copy (there may 
be more). Either there Is no one 
around to do It or there is such 
a rush to present this constitution 
to the students before the election 
that there was no time to have it 
translated. I'll call this VIOLATION 
#4. 

Thus far, the governing consti- 
tution of the SGALU has been vio- 
lated four times of which 
VIOLATION #2 Is the most serious. 
I will be the first to agree that 
the constitution should help rather 
than hinder the actions of any or- 
ganization, I will be the first b 
agree with anyone who states that 
in the cases of routine procedure 
of council meetings, Robert's Rules 
In minor cases be overlooked- How- 
ever, I do not consider the am ending 
of a constitution routine business 
nor do I consider it a minor issue, 
I'm afraid that I have lost faith 
In this council to make lawful and 
meaningful decisions. Nor Is this 
the first time. In an article la 
Lambda January 20, 1972 X read 
"It was interesting to note 
that alter ten o'clock council 



lost quorum. The only member 

that was near was woriting in 

La Boutede. Thus the rather 

humourous ushering In an out 

of Michelle Lamarche occured 

every time a vote was taken." 

By Its own actions, the SGA Council 

has violated its own constitution. 

I think that they* should be 

accountable to the student body 

for their actions. I personally cannot 

have faith In an organization that 
acts In this manner. 

Are you still with me? Good. 
There's Just a bit moro. It may 
be possible that by some verbal 
argument not yet known to me that 
all my stated arguments can be 
disproved. Lot me assume that 
by some twisted meansitispossible 
to do so. Let's take a took at the 
new constitution. 

In general the new constitution 
is a good one. It provides for 
decentralization of power of the 
SGA Council. This speeds the 
actions of the Council and provides 
for more rapid communication 
between the council and the student 
body In general. I agree with the 
decentralization and the flexibility 
within the proposed constitution but 
there has to be a limit somewhere. 

Article Xm, Section (Iv) states 

that 

"the vice-president must be 

able to speak, write, read both 

English and French." 

There are two petitions going around 

that I know of. One supporting 

this article in the constitution, the 

other disputing it. I'll let you decide 

for yourself whether or not this 

Article is discriminatory or not. 

What really frightens me Is 

Article IX - Powers of the 

Executive. Section Z states 

"To act on all matters where 
action is immediately neces- 
sary and cannot await a council 
meeting, provided that such 
action be reported as soon as 
possible to a meeting of the 
council." 
There are similar statements for 
the president, various committees, 
and the treasurer. It means that 
the executive, or the president, 
or the treasurer can make decisions 

in emergency situations and yet 
these emergency situations have 
not been defined anywhere in the 
constitution. Now to me that's 
a bit too much decentralization. 

It also means that should the 
executive council be present during 
the summer, they could make de- 
cisions that would not have to be 
reported to the general council until 
the middle of Septmeber. It also 
means that it is quite possible for 
the executive to function without 
council, that in fact the powers 
of the coun:ll reduce to rubber 
stamping. People with that much 
power tend to forget who they work 
for and who elected them. 

I don't know* I Just doo't know. 
The events of the past few weeks 
have given the entire place an 
"Alice In Wonderland" atmosphere. 
All I can say is that the proposed 
constitution is itlegal by the laws 
of the old constitution, the con- 
stitution that is still In effect. I 
don't know what can be done about 
it. I only know that if something 
isn't done then nothing at this un- 
iversity is worth while. There is 
no reason. And It that's the. case, 
we're doomed.

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Anti -death drug campaign elicits good response 



HALIFAX (CUP) - A unique drug 
campaign launched inHalifaxdurlng 
mid January by the New Morning 
collective, a youth-oriented polit- 
ical collective similar to the 
Toronto-based Red Morning has 
received a good response from the 
city's young people. 

The collective began what they 
term an "anti-death dn:g cam- 
paign" by calling on Halifax- 
Dartmouth young people concerned 
about the Issue to organize around 

It. 
The principal drugs concerning 

New Morning are methedrine, 
heroin and methedone (an opiate 
slightly less addictive than heroin 
and used to treat heroin addicts). 
These drugs were chosen because 
of their Increasing use among the 
area's young people* 

The one example New Morning 
used was the death of two young 
people from methadone overdoses 
and the unconfirmed reports of four 
similar deaths* Only one person 
involved had a prescription for the 

drug. 
The term "death dmg" Is being 

applied because use of the drug 

applied because use of the drugs 

is leading addicts and users to 
eventual death, according to New 

Morning. They also view use of 
the drugs as a "phoney rebellion" 



leading to suicide* 

They accuse the local narcotics 
squad of arresting young people 
for the use of or traffic in soft 
drugs, a term under which they 
Include hash, marijuana and hal- 
lucinogens, and of doing nothing 



to Impede the street sale of addic- 
tive drugs. They also blame local 
doctors for their tlberal prescrip- 
tion of methadone in particular 
to young people who claim to be 
heroin addicts and who then either 
sell the drug on the street at a 



profit or use It themselves. 

This street selling of methadone 
Is not unique to Halifax. Windsor 
and Vancouver are other areas 
according to Doctor William Craig, 
head of the federal government's 
Directorate on Non-Medical Drug 



Use* The area young people have 
responded "enthusiastically" to 
postering, pamphleteering and 
talking according to a New Morning 
source. Ex-speed users and others 
have helped with the distribution 
of information, they said. 



Windsor council $25,000 in the hole 



WINDSOR (CUP) - Tile tote of the 

Student Adm Inlstrative Council 
(SAC) at the University of Windsor 
rested In the hands of the university 
administration February 1. 

The council, alter being Informed 
by the finance commissioner last 
week that it Is $25,000 In debt, 
approached the University board 
of governors to ask postponement 
of the payment of $18,000 that the 
SAC owes the university. 

The governors are expected to 
decide this week. 

The situation is further com- 
plicated by the fact that the ad- 
ministration which collects student 
fees for SAC has not yet paid the 
council the remaining $24 t 000 in 
student fees for this year. If the 
governors decide to collect the 
$18,000 owing them immediately, 



they could keep that amount from 
the student fees, torwardlng only 

$6,000 to SAC. 

This would mean the student 
council would only have $C,000 to 
cover $25,000 in external debts, 
and would force a termination of 
all student services at Windsor 
for the remainder of the year. 

Where did the money go$ For 
starters, the student-run campus 
pub set up to make money for 
the student association, will lose 
a projected $11,000 this year. The 
remaining debts have been attri- 
buted to bad management of student 
money by the council executive.

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Gateway staff strikes against student council 



EDMONTON (CUP> - Staff mem- 
bers of the University of Alberta's 
student newspaper, The Gateway, 
went on strike Monday, February 
14 after the U of A student council 
rejected the paper's choice for ed- 
itor and appointed anon-staff mem- 
ber. 

In a break with a 15-year tra- 
dition of ratifying thepaper's choice 
of editor, council bypassed the can- 
didate elected by the Gateway staff 
and appointed Terri Jackson who 
received none of the 43 votes cast 
by Gateway staffers and has no 
university newspaper experience. 

Jackson told those at the editorial 
screening session that present 
Gateway staff members would not 
be welcomed to work on the paper 
under her editorship* 

After the council's decision to 
choose Jackson over Ron Ya- 
kimchuk, the staff's choice, Gate- 
way staffers declared a strike 
against the student union. They have 



set up informational picket lines, 
occupied the newspaper office 
and have refused to produce the 
paper. 

The rejection of Yaklmchuk by 
council, comes after a story pub- 
lished in last Thursday's Gateway 



alleging misuse of student union 
facilities by two members of the 
present council executive who are 
seeking re-election. 

The council move is the latest 
in a series of hassles this year bet- 



ween the student council and tile 
paper* 

Last fall a Canadian University 
Press commission was called onto 
the campus to Investigate a dispute 
arising from a council by-law which 



demanded the paper print a halt 
page of council publicity handouts 
in each issue. The council eventually 
backed down from this demand bat 
its relations with the paper have 
continued to be strained. 



Gauntlet staff finds "special supplement" 



CALGARY (CUP) -When is a Gaunt- 
let not a Gauntlet? 

When it's 9,000 copies of a news- 
paper claiming to be the official 
student newspaper at theUnlversity 
of Calgary, and is published by 
the student council without the 
knowledge or consent of the regular 
Gauntlet staff. 

The "special supplement*', as 
student councillors call It, was 
primarily the venture of one man: 
the student finance commissioner 
and advertising manager, who so- 
licited the ads for the paper as 



well as editing It. 

The paper, which carried $1,500 
worth of advertising, was a public 
relations piece for the student 
council, especially for several ex- 
ecutive members who worked on the 

fraudulent paper and w!h> are con- 
testing executive positions for next 
year's council in an election next 
week. 

The editor of the real Gauntlet, 
Gus Henderson, knew nothing of 
the Journalistic sabotage until he 
picked up a copy on campus, shortly 
prior to receiving a bill from the 



printers for a paper he had not 
worked on- According to U of C 
student by-laws, only the editor 
of the Gauntlet can make the de- 
cision to publish extra Issues* 

When Henderson questioned the 
councillors, he was threatened with 
bodily harm, and told by one pres- 
idential aspirant in the upcoming 
election that he would be fired 
Immediately once the new council 
was elected. 

The dispute artsine from this 
phoney paper Is now taking on the 

tone of student council censorship 



of the Gauntlet, as the remainder 
of the paper's budget Is being 
threatened by councillors unsym- 
pathetic to the Gauntlet staff. 

Shortly after the threatened bud- 
get cut, the council agreed to see 
a lawyer about the matter with 
Henderson. A student meeting held 
this afternoon, February 8, attended 
by about 100 people, verbally repri- 
manded the council members for 
their action, but no firm resolutions 
were made. Some action is expected 
after the visit to a lawyer.

There has appeared on this campus a group 
which seems to want to split this university into 
French and English camps. For political reasons 
this group wants to prevent the adoption of the 
proposed new constitution. 

The proposed constitution will bring the SGA 
back to the students. The improvements provided 
in It have been talked about and planned tor many 
years. It is now almost reality. All it requires 
is a two-thirds vote of fifty percent of the student 
body to come Into effect. This is critical for the 
best turn out ever for an SGA vote was forty 
per cent. Fifty per cent of the students must 
vote to ratify this constitution. 

Among its changes is the provision for Council 
representation along academic division lines. The 
SCA's most important function In the future will 
be in the academic field - pressure for improved 
academic regulations, student representation on 
academic decision making bodies, and organixation 
of academic-departmental associations. As well 
students know best the capabiU ties and views of those 
they take courses with and are better able to 
assess the merits of candidates within their own 
academic discipline. 

Probably the most important change is the 
provision for standing committees of council. These 
committees will decentralize power within the SGA. 
Presently Council tends to act on the recom- 
mendations of the executive. With the new system 
committees in the various areas (academic affairs, 
student services, educational resources, social and 
cultural affal rs, information and finance) will recom- 
mend policy decisions. With this system the recom- 
mendations to Council will come from Council com- 
mittees rather than the executive, which will also 
allow for more detailed consideration of policy

areas, before policy Is drawn up. As well It will 
provide for better representation as Council mem- 
bers wilt be required to sit on at least one standing 
committee. In this way people will not seek positions 
unless they are willing to do some work. As well, 
by sitting on committees, Council members will 
be more aware of what Is going on in the SGA and 
bettor able to serve the students. 

Other provisions within the proposed constitution 
provide for the elimination of language represen- 
tation; as well as provisions for the recall of the 
executive, committee coordinators, and council 
representatives. 

The group that wishes to split this campus 
has Jumped on a clause thai requires the vice- 
president to be UUngual. It should be pointed 
out that language representation (a safeguard for 
French language representation) has boon 
eliminated. With this move we may havo expected 
sonie disagreement from the French minority, 

who would have a legitimate right to feel threatened. 
But nol The English majority feels that It Is 
threatened by a simple clause, based on function 
not language. 

The vice-president's ftmepon is that of being 
chairman of council and responsible for council 
documents^ Since we are a bilingual SGA, and 
since the student body, this year, voted 78% in 
favour of remaining a bilingual SGA, Council must 
be bilingual. This does not mean that all Council 
members must be bilingual but that representatives 
must be able to address the Council in both English 
and French and that Council documents must be 
available In both English and Frenclw For this 
reason, due to the vice-president's function, he 
must be bilingual. 



This is not language representation, he need 
not be French, and he Is elected by the entire 
student body (not just French speaking students 
as the present French vice-president is). 

Granting that this may provide a slight dis- 
criminatory factor against unlllngual English (or 
French) speaking students; if wo wish to have a 
bilingual SGA {and we do by 78%) In a situation 
where one group Is in a minority position, the 
majority may be rec/iired to make certain con- 
cessions to protect the rights of the minority. 

Democracy not only implies majority rule but 
also MINORITY RIGHTS. 

What should be borne In mind Is that the proposed 
constitution is a great advance over our present 
constitution. It provides for a decentralization of 
power and control, which is especially vital now 
that the SGA is embarking on business enterprises 
which will soon bo in the millions of, dollars. 

The constitution is in itself a philosophy, and 
as such It should be accepted as a cohesive whole. 
Amendment is provided for, but changes should 
not be made without careful study as to their 
effects on the whole philosophy of the constitution. 
The committee which drew up the proposed con- 
stitution studied all its aspects carefully* Changes 
should not be made on the whims of individuals 

who have not considered the constitution as a 
whole* 

It Is Imperative, that if the students want the 
SGA to be their organisation (under their control), 
that all students make the greatest effort to cast 
their votes in the affirmative on February 26 and

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Voice of Women plan political action 



OTTAWA (CUP) - The Voice oi 
Women, a Canadian women's or- 
gaiUtatlon, is considering entering 
independant candidates or sup- 
porting peace candidates In up- 
coming municipal, provincial and 
federal elections, according to the 
National President, Kay Mac- 
Pherson. 

The organization, formed in 1961, 
has stayed out of the parliamentary 
process until now, concentrating 
their efforts on petitioning, dem- 
onstrating and confronting mem- 
bers of Parliament and corporations 
concerned with the war Industry* 
They have also recently taken stands 
on women's issues such as abortion, 
day care,and family planning, al- 
though their chief aim is "peace 
and justice". 

MacPherson said the "non- 
partisan" organization has to do 
more to make their views known 
by participating In the parliamen- 
tary system, "at least for the next 
few years"* She feels it is an 



important move now, when half 
the population is represented by 
one woman in the House of Com- 
mons, a»d political parties show 
Uttle or no concern with peace 
and women's issues. 

Some VOW members may run 
for a specific party, she "continued, 
but she felt it was "wasteful to 
have energy dispelled In the 
mechanics of political parties." 
Allying the VOW with a specific 
party would also destroy their 

image, she said. 
The independant candidates would 

run to demonstrate their right to 
do so, not necessarily in the hope 
of being elected. Their role would 
then be one of confronting other 
candidates on women's issues such 
as day care, MacPherson said, 
and bringing up such issues as 
the Canadian arms industry, Can- 
adian support for the Americans 
In Vietnam, Canadian Involvement 
In NATO (whose members are

TORONTO (CUP) - The University 
.of Toronto Library Council has 
voted to refuse undergraduates 
access to the stacks ot the John 
Robarts Research library, ignoring 
nearly 4,000 petitions demanding 
entry. 

In the aftermath of the Council 
decision students were reported 
planning more direct action to press 
their demand for open stacks. 

A meeting of the University's 
senate will also be asked to re- 
consider the Council's decision* 
However, there is little chance 
that the non-student body will re- 
verse yesterday's decision. 

The petitions* printed In a recent 
Issue of the student newspaper were 
dumped on the council table shortly 



before the faculty-dominated coun- 
cil voted 19-5 to reject the student 
demand* 

University officials have sought 
to keep undergrads out of the 
thlrteen-8torey library, claiming 
that M*. 'acks would be over- 
crowded and that the undergrads 
would be likely to misplace books 
as they glanced through the slack 
collection. 

About 4,500 graduates and faculty 
members wilt have full access to 
the library's stack collections. 
Other students will have to order 
books from the stacks, using the 

card catalogues as their sole source 
of information about what material 
is hidden away in the library's 
bowels.

TORONTO (CUP) - University of 

Toronto students will occupy I he 
university's main library to pro- 
test plans lo exclude them from 
the stacks of the new John Ro- 
barts' Research Library.

Anticipating possible student dis- 
satisfaction with the result of the 
Library Council meeting, U of T 
stepped up campus security ar- 
rangements Wednesday! 

Although they had nothing to fear 
that afternoon, they stationed three 
campus police anxiously inside the 
main entrance to the main library* ' 
They were apparently prepared to 
close the doors If an assault on 
the building was launched. Police 
do not normally guard the building. 

Last summer, police also began 
occupying the library when acting 
president Jack Sword went to court 
to seek an injunction against the 
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Wacheea tent community. That 
afternoon, the library was closed 
early In case anything happened. 

Similar precautions may very 
likely greet the Wednesday merry- 
makers. 

The student protest win centre 
around a party complete with food, 
drink, and entertainment .held in 
the main library's foyer. It's ex- 
pected that the party will edge 
Its way towards the circulation 
and stacks area of the library as 
the day wears on. 

The merriment is scheduled to 
go on all night and party-goers 
will not vacate the stacks when 
the library's midnlRht curfew ar- 
rives* 

Today, (Monday), students began 
visiting all undorgrad courses to 
circulate plebiscite ballots seeking 
to gauge student opinion on the 
open stacks question. 

Students will also bo encouraged 
to question professors about their 
stand on the matter. 

Within three weeks, a special 
meeting of the university's 
academic senate will discuss 
whether to open the stacks to the 
university community.

Last week, the Neighborhood Cen- 
tre, a local citizens' group, refused 
to deduct unemployment Insurance 
payments from Its employees' pay 
cheques until the UIC rectified the 
problem of late benefit cheques. 

This action resulted in the for- 
mation of the NCUU at a meeting 
held In the centre February 1. The 
new union passed resolutions fa- 
voring working with unions In the 
area to "give them strength in 
dealing with the UIC". 

Union organizer, Clyde Mannet 
of the neighborhood centre, said 
he felt the time had come for 
the unemployed to pressure the 
UIC because people needing money 
had to wait as much as two months 
to receive benefits. Another 
problem, according to Mannet and 
other NCUU members, was the 
Inefficiency of the UIC staff* Several 
people complained they were told 
the reason for the delay in Issuing 
the unemployment cheques was that 
they had been "misplaced". 

The NCUU asked the Halifax 
director of the Unemployment In- 
surance Commission, Ron Story, 
to attend a meeting held Thurs- 
day, February 3. 

Story took full blame for the 
situation, saying " whatever hap- 
pened in the UIC office was my 
responsibility." He promised to 
work In his office 24 hours a day 
"If the need is great enough",

Employees segregated 
Toronto Star 




TORONTO (CUP) - The Toronto 
Star is a newspaper that has always 
prided itself on its liberal con- 
science and its advocacy of the 
rights of the downtrodden. A memo 
recently Issued by the Star's man- 
agement, however, suggests that 
there is a gulf between the paper's 
theory and Its practice. 

The memo Instructed the paper's 
editorial staff to eat at the other 
end of the staff cafeteria from 
the pressmen. That means the re- 
porters aren't allowed to talk to 
the printers. 

The reason given for this seg- 
regation is, of all things, the stains 
from printers Ink on the hands 
of the pressmen. The reporters 
might pick up Ink themselves if 
they sat at the same tables (or 
shoe* hands with one of the printers). 

This Ink, the management fears, 
could then find Its way Into the 
sterility of the newsroom and would 
generally muck things up. 

The more cynical observors at 
the Star see another reason for the 
separation of the reporters from 
the production workers: there has 
been talk in recent weeks of tighter 
relationship between the two unions 
that represent both factions. 

These observors see the Star 
quaking In Its corporate boots at 
the prospect of the reporters and 
the teclinical staff forming a 
common front to fight some common 
grievances against management. 

La Presse, Montreal's largest 

daily newspaper, had been closed 



down since July when the various 
unions banded together and agreed 
that none of (he employees would 
fco back until management settled 
their differences with every union 
involved. 

Confronting that kind of unity 
among its employees really tests 
the Star's liberal conscience.
